This is a 
srreat deal of unnecessary labor, be- 
sides a loss ot almost 
fifty 
per 


.cent of the fruit, and the result 
obtained does not compare with this 
old Southern method: 


Gather the figs when just ripe, 


leaving the stems on if possible. To 
n bucket of water ndd a cupful of 
lime. Pour the f'ms into this and let 
stand five minutes, Lift out i;-U> a 
bucket ot clear water. Rinse care- 
fully through this, and let drain 
thoroughly. 


Weigh the 
figs before you wet 


them, and to every pound of fius 
allow a pound of sugar. Place tin1 
sugar on the stove 
witli enough 


•water to 
dissolve 
it, 
boil •• briskly 


until it makes a thick, clear syrup. 
Tills ' should be started 
l>efor-> you 


put the figs In the lime water. To 
every water-bucketful of figs allow 
the juice ot one lemon. When the 
syrup spins, put in the figs and 
brUis: to a boil as quickly as pos- 
sible. Then 
boil steadily, but nut
